WHILE THE STEER IS INSIDE of it, leather is kept soft and pliable. The 
interlocking fibers that give it strength are protected against drying and 
brittleness—its number-one enemy—by natural skin oils” Once removed 
from the original wearer, tanned, fabricated into safety equipment and 
placed around a window-washer or lineman, somebody has to take over 
where nature left off. Otherwise, flexibility is soon lost—and strength 
along withit. Toprevent accidents caused by faulty leather safety gear (see 
And Sudden Injury, OH, Jan. 51), a regular program for belt care 
should be followed: every man using a belt should be schooled in the 
steps required to keep it in safety condition. Here is a suggested plan for 
doing the job: 

A daily inspection should be made by the man who wears it of his 
leather equipment. In addition to a general inspection for signs of brit- 
tleness, cracking and deterioration, he should look for: cuts, burns, gaff 
marks. If the leather gets a thorough soaking, from either rain or pers- 
piration, dry it at room temperature (never in hot sun or near heaters) 
and give it a light coating of oil. Drying leather at high temperatures is 
liable to burn the fibers. Then no amount of oil can restore its original 
strength. Correct drying may sometimes cause a little stiffness. Don’t 
worry about that: oiling will remedy the condition with no appreciable 
. loss of flexibility or strength. Broken rivets and pulled stitches should

Every 90 days, at least, all leather goods should get a complete clean-

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EVER SINCE THE IRON HORSE was foaled, yard accidents have 
been the commonest killers of railroad men. Because of 
this, hazard quotients have little to do with the size of 
the road: railways covering 40 miles are up against the 
same threats faced by roads with 40,000 miles of track. 
That yard mishaps can be stopped is shown by the U.S. 
Navy at its big, bustling Oakland, California, Supply 
Center. Its 35-man yard railroad system has operated 
for more than seven years without an accident. And the 
weapon they used to beat down injuries bears no re- 
semblance to standard railroad safety devices. Their 
weapon is radio. 

e The Supply Center railroad operates six locomo- 
tives and 65 Navy-owned cars, plus another 100 com- 
mercial cars a day. Every car is moved at least once a 
day, says rail supervisor R. N. McCreery. The average 
daily total is 300 moves. To facilitate handling this load, 
each locomotive was equipped with two-way radio and 
a base transmitter was set up in the dispatcher’s shack. 
Then the safety patrol idea came up. 

Patrol is a pretty fancy name for this set-up. Actually, 
it consists of one radio-equipped pick-up truck. Each 
morning, when schedules are worked out, the truck 
makes a tour of every route. It reports by radio on

blocked tracks and impaired clearances. Trains can 
then be held up or rerouted while obstacles are cleared. 
While there are only two formal patrols—one each 
morning and afternoon—informal scouting by the patrol 
truck goes on constantly. This makes sure that clear 
tracks stay clear. 

This continual patrolling is needed, says McCreery, 
because his line claims the honor of having more cross- 
ings per mile than any other road in the country. The 
Center is laid out like a small city, in square blocks, 
with tracks down the center of each street. There is a 
crossing about every 300 feet, with no automatic signals 
or alarms. 

For extra strength in emergencies, the radio network 
is tied into the station’s police system. Bhis hook-up is 
especially important in case of fire or accident. If a 
warehouse were to catch fire, for instance, the dis- 
patcher could get a locomotive on the scene to haul cars 
out, prevent other trains from going into the area. 

Yard efficiency went up 75 percent when radio went 
into operation, Supply Center officials figure. And by 
virtually eliminating accidents, the radio system has 
paid for itself about 20 times since it was installed.

$1,100 Plant Dispensary 


In 1947, StanHu-MeEyer, Inc., New York pork processor, 
paid a net workmen’s compensation premium of $85,000. 
Last year, the tab was $60,000. 1952’s will be even less. 
Reason for the savings? According to company person- 
nel manager Robert F. Strauss, you’re looking at most 
of it in the photo above. 

Next to some of the hospitals you see in big plants, 
this little (10 x 12 feet) dispensary may not look like 
much; but it—and another one like it at the company’s 
Brooklyn plant—is doing a tremendous job for Stahl- 
Meyer. The dispensary, with its full-time nurse and 
part-time doctor, is keeping people on the job. That’s 
probably its most important benefit. Just exactly what 
effect the medical service has had on absenteeism rates 
isn’t yet known. But the difference is a big one. 

The big problem in meat processing plants is lacera- 
tions. Stahl-Meyer officials reasoned that a dispensary 
wouldn’t be able to do much about accident frequency— 
but proper, prompt attention to injuries could make a 
drastic difference in the company’s severity rate. Open 
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wounds, damp working conditions, spices and condi- 
ments: these are invitations to infection. The record 
substantiates that logic: severity now stands at 0.7, half 
of what it was three years ago, lower still than the rate 
when the dispensary was installed. 

Before the two plants had their own dispensaries, 
foremen were in charge of first-aid. That was time- 
consuming work at best. At worst, it was poor medical 
procedure. Serious cases were sent out to neighborhood 
doctors. On infrequent emergencies, medical help was 
unreliable. Surprisingly, in the middle of New York’s 
busy East Side, an ambulance is sometimes hard to 
locate, slow to arrive. 

In addition to initial costs—listed above—Stahl-Meyer’s 
dispensary service cost some $3,700 last year in operat- 
ing expenses for both plants. Supplies, at an average of 
$65 per month per plant, are included in that figure. 
State licenses (required to give anything more elabor- 
ate than simple first-aid) were another $50 apiece. Staff 
salaries totalled $11,000. That includes two full-time

4. RUTS AND HOLES con crop up in concrete and wood 
floors as a sign of age or after long use for heavy traffic for 
which they weren’t intended.

Treatment: Whether the whole floor must be resurfaced 
or only a couple of bad spots, resin-synthetic latex and asphalt 
mastic compounds have been developed for easy repairs. Most 
are simple to mix and handle, set fast.

NOT LONG AGO, a safety man 
HOUSEKEEPING was shocked to see that the 

concrete floors in his large 
dairy plant were showing cracks and checking—un- 
mistakable signs of wear. When they were put in, 
the floors were supposedly strong enough to stand 
up under any load. But hot water and milk running 
over them had brought grief. The danger signs were 
there: they indicated future safety hazards, imme- 
diate sanitation problem. 

What to do? Replace the whole concrete floor? 
Cover it with tile? Both too expensive. The solu- 
tion—and, so far, it seems to be a completely suc- 
cessful one—was to top the ailing concrete with a 
layer of a grease-proof, resin-synthetic latex ma- 
terial. Applied %4” thick, it put an end to a problem 
that looked as though it would be as recurrent as 
winter colds. And this solution cost only about a 
third as much as a floor replacement job. By resur- 
facing the floor in sections, production interruptions 
were practically nil. 

Problems like this aren’t peculiar to the dairy indus- 
try. They crop up regularly in all kinds of plants.

Application Steps Are Simple 


IN MOST CASES putting down new floor materials—whether they 
are spot patches or complete resurfacing jobs—isn’t complicated. 
Some must be mixed with water or other liquifiers; others come 
ready-mixed and ready to use. For some you have to prime the 
old surface; others go right on untreated floors. Whatever the 
material, you’ll do well to get selection and application hints from 
reputable concerns who specialize in resurfacing. It will save you 
dollars and time. When it comes to applying the selected material, 
it’s usually as simple as these four steps:

the weight of increasing mechaniz- 
ation, their floors are bound to show 
wear. Without a doubt, floors get 
more abuse and less consideration 
than any other plant facility. Mo- 
dern maintenance materials make 
floor care relatively simple, much 
less expensive than it used to be; 
but without a regular inspection and 
repair program, your floors can trip 
you up safetywise and production- 
wise, 

On concrete surfaces, deteriora- 
tion may start as soon as the first 
traffic rolls over it. It’s strong and 
tough—but inflexible. The inflex- 
ibility can lead to surface damage 
any time after the initial curing 
period. Concrete sealers and protec- 
tive coatings stretch floor life by 
covering pores with a _ protective 
surface. In effect they fuse together 
the concrete’s particles to keep de- 
structive matter from working its 
way in. 

What is good flooring? That de- 
pends on where you want to use it. 
Selecting the right surface for a 
given plant area calls for consider- 
ation of what will pass over it. For 


instance: areas subject to constant, 
heavy traffic require a resilient ma- 
terial, one that has enough give to 
recover from the weight of heavy 
loads, the cuts of sharp wheels. 
Where water, oil and acids are like- 
ly to pose a problem, you need a 
surface that can shed these destruc- 
tive substances. Then too, noise 
deadening or resistance to temper- 
ature extremes might come into 
your flooring selection. And if oper- 
ations can’t be shut down for resur- 
facing operations, a quick-setting 
material will be needed. 

Old-fashioned floors are major head- 
aches in older plants. They just 
weren’t built to stand up to present 
loads. One Detroit metal-working 
plant ran up against this problem: 
it had brand-new material handling 
equipment to move tons of material, 
but floor repairs became so frequent 
that they threatened the economy of 
the operation. After study, an as- 
phalt mastic resurfacing job was 
done. Result: production flows 
smoothly and without interruption 
for constant safety-sponsored floor 
repairs.

THE COUNTRY’S MOST COMPLETE turbo-jet engine manu- 
facturing plant is currently going full blast near Kan- 
sas City, Mo. It’s Westinghouse Electric Corp’s. Avi- 
ation Gas Turbine Division, where fire protection has 
been placed on a level as highly mechanized as the 
processes that it guards. Focal point of the push-button 
protection system is the engine testing area (see cuts.) 

e Each of the test cells is completely equipped with 
explosion-proof electrical fixtures. Control valves for 
the high-octane gasoline used in testing are located out- 
side the heavy fire doors of each cell. An automatic 
carbon dioxide extinguishing system can flood the cells 
with fire smothering chemical. Control rooms—each 
cell has its own—are equipped with manual controls for 
the carbon dioxide system. And there is another man- 
ual control in the corridor outside the cell doors. 

e While your nose is a pretty good warning device 
for excessive toxic or explosive fumes, it gets fatigued 
easily: if exposed for a long time to vapor smells, it 
loses its power to identify them. Since dangerous gas- 
oline vapor concentrations are most likely to develop 
while mechanics are working in the cells—not when the 
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control is here too.

engines are being test run—the odor of gasoline is al- 
most always present. Instead of depending on human 
noses, Westinghouse installed a mechanical nose; it 
sniffs out vapor concentrations, sounds an alarm when 
they reach only 20 percent of the lower explosive limit. 

Vapor Analyzing apparatus and the alarms it operates 
are located in the control rooms, adjacent to each cell. 
Test cell air is drawn from floor level through copper 
tubing to the analyzers. Turbo-compressors on a mani- 
fold system give suction for continual air sampling. In- 
side the analyzer, the air passes over the first of two 
electrically heated platinum filaments which form a 
balanced electrical circuit. The second filament is en- 
closed in a cell of uncontaminated air. If there are com- 
bustible vapors in the sample being tested, they are 
burned on contact with the first filament. The burning 
boosts the temperature, upsetting the electrical circuit 
in proportion to the concentration of the vapor. When 
vapors reach 20 percent of the fuel’s lower explosive 
limit, the system’s alarm circuit is closed magnetically. 
Red signal lights flash, horns sound in both cell and 
control room. Then trouble-shooters go into action to 
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INSIDE the test cell—where j-34 Turbo-Jet engine is being checked—all electrical fixtures are of explosion-proof con- 
struction. Atmosphere is continuously analyzed for explosive vapor concentrations. Air sampling intake is located beneath working 
platform, where vapors would develop from spills or leaks. Note use of safety-steel floor plate on platform and stairs. Alarm signal 


is above lamps at right, control room through window, right.

locate the vapor leak. 

The mechanical sniffer patrols other plant areas too. 
The corridor outside the cells has two ducts leading 
down from each end of the ceiling to about a foot off 
the floor. (Air samples are taken from near floor level 
since heavy vapors tend to settle.) The two pairs of 
ducts are hooked, through a main duct, to a 20,000 cfm 
exhaust fan. If vapors are spotted at any one of eight 
sampling stations along the 48-foot hallway, the fan 
starts pulling them out of the building. Visible and 
audible danger signals are tied into the system too. 

The other big protection point in the testing sequence 
is the plant’s tank farm, where thousands of gallons of 
high-octane gas and jet fuel are stored and pumped. It 
has a four-point sampling system, like that in each test 
cell, with an analyzer on the first floor of the pump 
house. The instrument sniffs and checks at each of the 
four intakes alternately every 30 seconds. If dangerous 
vapor levels are spotted there, the fire department is 
automatically signalled. Plans are now under way to 
integrate a “scavenging” system, like the one in the test 
cell corridor, with the mechanical nose in the tank farm. 
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Then, extra exhaust fans would go to work at the same 
time that danger signals are flashed to workers and 
firemen. 

Mechanization can go only so far, even in this up-to- 
date plant. You have to have trained men and they 
need proper equipment. Westinghouse trains every 
supervisor in the test cell area to use breathing ap- 
paratus. Self-contained masks hang on the corridor 
wall at intervals (see cut), are instantly available for 
rescue or fire-fighting work. This oxygen-generating 
breathing equipment is required here since the carbon 
dioxide extinguishing system would displace all oxygen 
in the test cell if it operated to put out a fire.* First aid 
extinguishers, fire blankets and other rescue gear is also 
placed close to possible trouble scenes. And carrying 
the combustible-gas analysis to tanks, pumps and 
valves where the built-in sniffers can’t reach are port- 
able analyzers. These small units are battery-powered, 
used by maintenance men before entering questionable 
atmospheres.

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Hydrant replacement job called for... 


Hydrant Down But 
Protection Up 


A LEAK WAS FOUND in an old fire hydrant at R. Wallace & Sons 
Mfg. Co., Wallingford, Conn. It had to be replaced—and fast. 
No major maintenance job, the replacement was worrisome 
from a protection viewpoint: during the 4% hours the job 
would take, several plant buildings would be without water for 
fire fighting. 

So before the new hydrant arrived, plant fire chief S. Sabo 
sat down with plant engineer A. Granna and set up temporary, 
auxiliary fire defenses. Pre-planning like this might help you 
fill in fire-protection gaps on short notice too: 

e Closing off the water line so the new hydrant could be 
hooked up meant shutting two division valves on an 8-inch 
main. Both were tagged and guarded by brigade members in 
case of trouble, 

e The temporarily unprotected areas were patrolled by fire 
watchers. If a blaze had started, they would have gotten hose 
lines—already laid from nearby hose houses—into play without 
delay. 

Four hours after the job was started, full protection was re- 
stored. In the meantime, fire security was assured.

Change The 
Third “E” 


WE RECENTLY HIRED a mechanic whom I knew had been exposed to what is 
supposed to be one of the best safety programs in the country. I asked what 
his part was in this program. “I was the guy responsible for seeing that all 
guards were on the machines before 9 o’clock each morning,” he answered. 
“That’s when the safety man came through the shop. After he went on 
through, we took all the guards off: the men said they were in the way.” 
That, I think, is what enforced safety often adds up to. 

Every time I hear the word enforcement mentioned as one of the three 
E’s (engineering, education, enforcement) of safety, I am convinced that 
some safety engineer is falling down on his job. Often you hear a safety 
engineer say, “Believe me, I have top management sold in my organization. 
Every time a worker violates a safety regulation he is disciplined or even 
fired.” How would a worker feel toward this safety engineer and his 
program? The point is that safety engineers don’t put themselves in the 
position of the worker often enough. Let’s replace the word enforcement 
with enthusiasm. Use enforcement only after everything else has failed, but 
don’t make it one of the basic three E’s. 

Too many of us set ourselves up as consultants. We write books, articles, 
and regulations; we make speeches that sound so convincing that we believe 
impractical ideas ourselves; we send out posters; we train foremen; we do 
this and we do that—never getting out beyond the walls of our offices. We 
sit back in our chairs and say: “Foremen, there it is. Now you shall have no 
more accidents.” The poor foremen are then expected to take this dose of 
safety stuff back to their men and try to use it to eliminate accidents. We 
are executives, a part of top management. We can’t lower our prestige by 
living with the workers on the jobs, getting our hands dirty anc our shoes 
muddy. I am not saying this is true throughout the profession; bu. too many 
of us operate by remote control, decreasing in some way or a’other the 
effectiveness of all safety programs. We need to overcome the fi eling that 
top management often expresses in saying, “Yes, I suppose that we must 
have a safety program because other organizations have them.” The attitude 
that safety programs are a necessary evil has been promulgated because too

as $3.00 in labor alone. And, if the lamp next to the new 
one goes tomorrow, he’ll go through the same expen- 
sive procedure again. 

Group replacement, according to the experts, is to 
lighting maintenance what line production is to plant 
operation. It makes sense because there is more to the 
job of keeping light levels up than simply putting new 
lamps in where old ones fail. While labor is its biggest 
cost, dirt is its worst enemy. It robs light, weakens re- 
flectors’ ability to do their work, may pose physical 
hazards in some operations. So why not combine lamp 
replacement with lamp cleaning? 

- @ What—throw away perfectly good lamps? Why 
that’s throwing money away! You’re right. But when 
you replace all lamps on schedule you’re throwing away 
the least expensive part of the operation—the lamp— 
and conserving on the most expensive phase—labor. 
Here is how the system works and why it makes sense: 

Most fluorescent lamps have a published rate life of 
7500 hours. In any installation, about half of them will 
go bad before that time; about half will give better than 
7500 hours’ service. But the light output of every one 
decreases with age. " 

Manufacturers’ tests show that it is good practice to 
plan a complete lamp replacement somewhere between 


4000 and 6000 hours after the original installation and to 
combine that job with a cleaning operation. That way, 
you get two separate jobs done for little more than the 
labor cost of one. 

When to make the change will depend on individual 
service conditions. You can’t recommend a fixed time 
for replacement that applies in all cases. But you can 
figure this important timing out for yourself: plan re- 
placements for the time when new lamps have replaced 
about 20 percent of your original installation on a one- 
at-a-time basis. 

By that time, you have already received the best 80 
percent of the installation’s total lamp life—with only 
20 percent of your lamps being replaced by the expen- 
sive one-at-a-time method. From this point on, burn- 
outs will pop up more often; the lamps still burning will 
give progressively less light—but still draw as much 
electricity. 

You can see from the cost examples (above) how the 
savings in labor bring your individual lamp replace- 
ment costs down when the job is done as part of a 
combined cleaning-replacement operation. And that 
includes the extra 20 percent lamp cost that’s tacked on 
to cover those lamps that have burned out and been 
replaced prior to the group replacement.

Injured During 
Lunch Hour 


CAN A MAN, injured on his lunch 
hour while violating a company 
safety rule, be compensated for that 
injury? The Supreme Court of Col- 
orado gave him 50% of the normal 
award. 

Byron W. Moffitt was a_ truck 
driver for an excavating company. 
One hot day, rather than eat his 
lunch in his truck, he went into the 
shade of an overhanging embank- 
ment to have his meal more com- 
fortably. 

Shortly thereafter the embank- 
ment caved in, partially covering 
Moffitt and throwing him against a 
power shovel. He sustained severe 
head injuries which necessitated 
skull operations and other treat- 
ment. 

The claimant had received nu- 
merous warnings about the danger- 
ous positions in which he placed 
himself during the excavation oper- 
ations — especially regarding re- 
maining away from the _ banks. 
Moffitt always laughed off these 
warnings, even though they came 
from his superiors and other people 
of authority on the job, 

The last words Moffitt uttered be- 
fore the accident were in reply to 
an admonition from the manager of 
the operation regarding the eating 
of his lunch in such a precarious 
position. Moffitt said, “No, it (the 
embankment) ain’t going to come 
down.” 

Violation of a safety rule in Col- 
orado will not preclude compensa- 
tion, but will reduce the amount of 
the award by 50%. 

The excavation company claimed 
that Moffitt was not within the 
course of his employment when the 
accident occurred, and therefore, no 
compensation should be paid. Mof- 
fitt said that eating his lunch was 
within the course of his employ- 
ment. He alleged also that he was 
not in violation of any safety rule 
since no such rule was posted and 
he had not been forbidden to go 
under the bank. 

e The court held that Moffitt 
was within the course of his em- 
ployment while eating his lunch, 
since he was doing what might be 
reasonably expected of him during 
lunch hour on the premises of the 
employer. 
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e But Moffitt did violate a safety 
rule—even though it was not posted 
—since he was warned by those 
generally in authority and they 
were heard and understood by him. 
In addition, the court held that the 
claimant did not use common sense 
in willfully placing himself in a 
dangerous position. 

Compensation awarded, but lim- 
ited to 50% because of violation of 
safety rule. 

Industrial Commission v. Golden 
Cycle Corp.: Supreme Court of Col- 
orado, July 28, 1952. (246 P.2d. 
902). 


Died Of Heart 
Trouble After Fall 


Roy HOWELL FELL from a broken 
scaffold to a concrete floor, a six- 
foot drop, and broke his heel bone. 
Three months later he died from 
coronary thrombosis. The coronary 
condition was indisputably the 
cause of death. 

While Howell’s widow testified 
that the heel never regained normal 
appearance and that he often com- 
plained of pain after the treatment 
had been completed, the clinical 
record indicated satisfactory fusion 
of the bone. 

It showed that Howell had sclero- 
sis of the coronary artery prior to 
the injury to his heel. 

Three lay witnesses for the plain- 
tiff testified that Howell was in 
pain from the time of the injury un- 
til his death; that he constantly 
worried about his condition; that 
he was unable to bear weight on the 
injured foot; and that he was un- 
able to rest at night. 

Five doctors testified in the case. 
Three of them were of the opinion 
that the shock of the injury, the 
operation, the constant pain and 
worry, the nervous tension, and the 
inability to sleep could have caused 
the coronary condition. A fourth 
doctor recognized this as a possi- 
bility. 

e Based on the preponderance of 
the medical testimony, the court 
held that a causal connection exist- 
ed between the injury to Howell’s

Casual Employee 
Not Covered 


THE SUPREME CourT of Tennessee 
denied compensation to a plumber 
who was injured at his work while 
installing a water pipe in an auto- 
mobile garage. Why? Because the 
plumber was a casual employee of 
the garage. 

Richard Harper was hired by the 
garage to install a water pipe on 
the premises. He was to be paid on 
an hourly basis. On the second 
morning of his work at the garage, 
he fell off the ladder which he used 
regularly in his duties and sustained 
a foot injury. Harper alleged this 
injury totally disabled him. 

Harper claimed that he was with- 
in the course of his employment 
when the injury was sustained and, 
therefore, was entitled to compen- 
sation. 

e The court thought otherwise. 
It said that the plumbing business 
was not part of the garage business 
and the hiring of Harper on an 
hourly basis for the sole purpose of 
installing a water pipe made him 
only a casual employee. Under the 
compensation laws of Tennessee, a 
casual employee is not entitled to 
workmen’s compensation. 

Claim disallowed. 

Harper v. Grady Counce & Son: 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, June 
7, 1952. (250 SW. 2d 371).

member, Erickson had a growth on 
his right leg. While it bothered him 
slightly when he bumped it, the 
growth otherwise caused him no 
discomfort. In the years prior to his 
job with Knutson, the growth grew 
slightly in size. 

On two different occasions on the 
job Erickson injured the growth. 
The first time, he fell from a ladder 
and struck the growth on one of the 
rungs. There was no severe pain, 
but the growth appeared to be 


bruised. Two days later, he again 
bumped it on a metal kettle. 

This time there was severe pain. 
The family doctor sent Erickson to 
the hospital and there his leg was 
amputated. A pathological examin- 
ation revealed a cancer of the tibia 
bone. 

Medical experts for Erickson tes- 
tified that the cancer became mal- 
ignant as the result of the bumps 
received on his job. Other medical 
experts testifying for the employer 
said that the injuries on the job had 
no relationship to the tumor, nor 
did the trauma contribute to or ac- 
celerate the rate of growth. 

The court granted compensation

to Erickson. They said that no doc- 
tor claims to have complete know- 
ledge regarding the causes of cancer 
and the factors influencing its 
growth and spread. Where the opin- 
ions of medical experts conflict, the 
court can only make its own deter- 
mination as to the facts of the situ- 
ation. The law grants compensa- 
tion when existing infirmity is ag- 
gravated by a new injury. The 
determination here was that Erick- 
son’s injury did cause the malignant 
tumor and the subsequent amputa- 
tion of the leg. 

Claim allowed. 

Erickson v. Knutson: Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, June 20, 1952. 
(54 NW.2d 118). 


Refused To Follow 
Doctor’s Advice 


AFTER AN INJURY to his foot — 
caused by the tread of a heavy crane 
running over it—Jack Boyd refused 
to follow the advice of his com- 
pany’s doctors and that of his own. 
In spite of this, a U. S. District 
Court held he could not be preclud- 
ed from recovering compensation 
for the injury. 

After the injury and for four 
months after, Boyd received medi- 
cal care from his employer. At the 
end of that period he was told by 
the company doctor to return to 
work. This Boyd refused to do. 

Instead, he went to his own doc- 
tor who recommended an operation 
which, if successful, would leave the 
foot only 35% disabled instead of 
totally disabled. At the request of 
his employer, Boyd submitted to a 
third doctor’s examination. This 
doctor’s findings were precisely the 
same as Boyd’s physician—recom- 
mending an operation to cure part 
of the disability. 

Both doctors recommending the 
operation termed it a major one and 
suggested that there was some dan- 
ger involved. Boyd refused to sub- 
mit to the operation. Another doctor 
testified that he would not recom- 
mend the operation due to certain 
injuries to the soft tissues of the 
foot which would prevent a surgical 
wound from properly healing. 

Compensation was paid to Boyd 
while he was under the care of the 
company’s doctor; but when he re- 
fused to return to work, the com- 
pensation was cut off. 

e The law, the court said, states

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only that the injured worker must 
submit to medical examination. He 
need not follow the company doc- 
tors’ advice or instruction, nor need 
he submit to a major operation. 
Since the advisability of the oper- 
ation was disputed and since, even 
though such an operation might be 
successful, Boyd would still be 35% 
disabled, the claimant is under no 
obligation to submit in order to re- 
cover compensation for the injury. 
The court held that where the 
employee’s condition is such that he 


cannot perform work similar to that 
in which he was engaged when in- 
jured, he is entitled to compensa- 
tion based on total disability. 

Claim allowed. 

Boyd v. R. P. Farnsworth & Co.:

From the first of November until 
New Year’s Eve, the club was closed; 
so Joe decided to take his family on 
a six week Florida vacation. He 
rode down there with the family of 


another employee, Abe Vine, in 
Abe’s car. 
While in Miami, Joe met his 


brother Bill, who requested that Joe 
drive his car back to Fort Lee. Joe 
agreed. Outside of St. Augustine, 
on the way back, Joe collided with 
another car and was killed. His 
wife sought compensation from the 
nightclub for Joe’s death. 

e A man is not within the course 
of his employment when he is on 
vacation from the job, the court 
held. In order to resume employ- 
ment, he must return to the place of 
employment. Joe’s position as a 
steward at the nightclub did not en- 
tail the duty of driving the owner’s 
car from Florida to New Jersey. Joe 
was performing this request solely 
for Bill’s personal convenience, 

To be within the course of the 
employment, the accident must 
arise from a risk reasonably inci- 
dental to that employment. Such 
was not the case here. 

Claim disallowed. 

Miller v. Bill Miller’s Riviera, 
Inc.: Superior Court of New Jersey, 
Appellate Division, August 6, 1952. 
(90 A.2d 889). 


Accident Happened 
Off Employer’s Premises 


WILL A WORKER’S FAMILY be com- 
pensated for the stupidity of the 
worker when his most unreasonable 
act, performed off the employer’s 
premises, causes his death? The U. 
S. Court of Appeals said yes. 

Here are the facts: Konvicka was 
employed at a plant 12 miles out- 
side of Houston, Texas. He lived in 
Houston, as do most of the plant’s 
workers. There was no convenient 
means of transportation to the plant, 
so most of the employees either 
drove or rode in the cars of other 
employees. The employer knew of 
this practice and provided the em- 
ployees with an outdoor parking lot 
—not smooth-surfaced, but full of 
holes and ruts. Konvicka rode back 
and forth with another man who 
parked his car in this lot. 

A heavy rain had fallen one day, 
and upon leaving work, the em- 
ployee with whom Konvicka rode, 
was unable to start his car. A third 
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employee offered to help by pushing

help. He stepped up onto the front : 
bumper of the pushing car while it 
pushed the stalled auto onto the 
main highway to Houston. 

The car was still stalled when it 
reached the highway and the good 
fellow who was doing the shoving 
backed off and re-aligned his car 
and commenced pushing again. The 
road was level and the bumpers of 
the two cars met. Konvicka, how- 
ever, for some unknown reason, in- 
sisted upon remaining perched on 
the bumper. When the stalled car 
started, Konvicka fell from the 
bumper, was run over and killed. 

The company contended that Kon- 
vicka was not within the course of 
his employment when the accident 
occurred and therefore should not 
be compensated. Under the Texas 
act, the injury, to be compensable, 
must have originated in the work

Safety Views and News 
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A SAFETY MATCH CAMPAIGN walked off with the Match Industry’s annual 
Joshua award, symbolizing the most distinguished use of 
matchbook advertising during the year. The honor, won by 
Titanium Division, St. Louis, of National Lead Co., was won 
by a series of cleverly done books selling safety with gals 
and slogans. Double punch in the series originated by safety 
Director D. W. Fiock was gotten by printing of the letters in 
s-a-f-e-t-y inside the folders: when a worker got all the let- 
ters, he won a prize. 


TALKING ABOUT INCREASED ACCIDENT COSTS, as we were in last month’s 
lead feature (Why Are Compensation Costs Skyrocketing?), 
makes us less shocked by this statistic: under the Federal 
Employees’ Compensation Act, the average fatal accident cost 
was $12,926 in 1948. Two years later, the average had 
jumped to $35,367. 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN UPRIGHT SPRINKLERS is the title of a pamphlet put 
out by National Fire Protection Association. It gives facts on 
their development, highlights recent important research and 
modifications in sprinkler design for effective protection. You 
can get a copy from NFPA, 60 Batterymarch St., Boston 10, 
for half a dollar. 


PENNIES AS SUBSTITUTE FUSES are dangerous replacements. To put across 
the danger of this fire-foolishness one steel company rigged

—just the way a wire might burn out in a machine if the 
penny were part of the actual circuit.

WHAT EFFECT HAS NOISE ON WORKERS? How can it be diminished? 
These and other basic questions have been pondered and 
answered by recent research work.

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many of us through the years have 
been too far off base and not practi- 
cal enough to sell safety to the 
workers. 

The development of an effective 
safety program is an experimental 
and selling proposition and not an 
established course of action. By ex- 
perimental, I mean that each organ- 
ization must experiment with vari- 
ous plans because plans effective in 
one organization will not get results 
in another. By selling, I mean that 
safety engineers must get out on the 
job and show that they are sincerely 
interested in the welfare of the in- 
dividual. That is selling ourselves. 
Another selling job for us is to sell, 
first the foremen, then the workers 
as to why it is necessary to wear 
goggles, to build strong scaffolds. 
Unsafe conditions or unsafe work 
habits should be a matter for us and 
the supervisors and the workers to 
iron out to the satisfaction of all. 

Dont make the cardinal mistake that 
so often gives the safety program a 
black eye—that of coming back to 
the office to write a long memoran- 
dum for management’s signature for 
immediate action. Only as a very 
last resort should we use pressure 
to get action. It will take much 
longer to sell every phase of a safety 
program, but in the end you will 
have the friendship of all. With 
friendship you can accomplish any- 
thing and with lasting results. 

So often in setting-up safety pro- 
grams, we prepare the usual stere- 
otyped outlines that have been 
handed down to us since the incep- 
tion of the safety movement over 
25 years ago. Even. before we have 
made a complete study of work 
operations, types and habits of em- 
ployees, and attitudes of manage- 
ment, we go ahead with the same 
ideas used in other organizations. 
Then we find that half of these 
ideas are not practical in our set-up 
and the whole safety program col- 
lapses under us. From then on we 
have two strikes against us in try- 
ing to get across any further ideas 
with either top management or 
workers. Why not let the employees 
set up their own safety program 
with you initiating and selling them 
the ideas? 

The matter of enforcement v. en- 
thusiasm is probably the biggest 
stumbling block in the way of safe- 
ty program progress. But there are 
others. These are my pet peeves: 

e Report forms are often much too 
complicated. I have seen safety en- 
gineers collect all the forms they 
could get their hands on, then lump 
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every bit of information on all of 
them into their own. It can get to 
the point where a supervisor needs 
legal counsel to tell what it is that 
the safety engineer wants to know. 
Why not keep them simple? Ask 
only for the facts needed in your 
accident analyses. Remember the 
supervisor isn’t an accident investi- 
gator. Dont expect him to do the 
impossible. Complicated accident 
report forms will do much toward 
making the whole safety program 
unpopular. 


e Preparation of Safety Regula- 
tions. Another common practice in 
the initiation of a safety program is 
the preparation of a long list of 
safety regulations, usually copied 
from other sources without consid- 
ering the practicability of their use 
in one’s own organization. Why not 
let the employees prepare their own 
safety codes? (I use the word code 
instead of regulation because it does 
help to eliminate the regimentation 
idea.) For example, prepare a pro- 
posed set of codes on the safe use 
and care of ladders—or any safety

subject—and let all employees, 
through their supervisors, make 


comments on them. It will take 
much longer to prepare a set of 
codes like this, but you will be sur- 
prised to discover how many points 
you overlooked in your first draft. 
Then too, the employees have had a 
part in their preparation. 

e Safety Meetings. Yes, they have 
an important part in any safety 
program if they are not conducted 
on a must basis. So often we tell 
the supervisors that they should 
hold safety meetings with their em- 
ployees once a month and then let 
them go on their own. Have you 
ever attended a safety meeting 
where the foreman has had to do 
all the planning with only the the- 
oretic safety stuff that the safety 
engineer sent to him in printed 
form? It must have been the most 
ineffectual meeting you ever at- 
tended. It takes time, but you, with 
your safety experience, should at- 
tend these meetings to assist the 
foreman in selling safety. This is 
especially important during the 
first few meetings. Be prepared to 
put on demonstrations, exhibit items 
to prove your point, use films: do 
not depend entirely on your elocu- 
tion. Also, hold safety meetings in 
small groups—never more than 30 
workers at one time—so you can 
personalize safety. Mass safety 
meetings are as futile as no meet- 
ings at all, unless top management 
takes part in the meetings. Small 
groups take longer to contact all 
employees, but they are much more 
effective. 

e Poster Program. There are so 
many posters used today. Some peo- 
ple even say that a poster program 
is synonymous with a safety pro- 
gram. Of course that idea is er- 
roneous, but posters can do much to 
make or break a safety program. So 
many posters are too artificial, but 
we pass them out because they are 
free or easy to obtain. A poster 
depicting an unsafe operating prob- 
lem, even if not done by a first-rate 
artist, is more effective than a pos- 
ter which is artistically perfect but 
portrays an employee falling in a 
most impossible manner. The bloody 
and the comic posters should be 
used, but too much of either angle 
is detrimental. Photographs show- 
ing typical causes of accidents, at- 
tractively worked up in poster form, 
will do the job for which posters 
are intended. This is frank and true

CLEANING METHODS in most plants 
should be set up so that lamps and 
fixtures are wiped off with a damp 
cloth every other month. Then they 
need a thorough cleaning at least 
every six months. Under severe 
conditions, you'll have to give them 
more frequent attention. For the 
complete cleaning job, these meth- 
ods are suggested: 

e Porcelain and synthetic enamel 
finishes can be cleaned with regular 
mild detergents commercially avail- 
able. Use a lukewarm water solu- 
tion and wipe the fixture surfaces 
dry. 

e Plastic panels and shields may 
be washed with the same materials, 
but should not be wiped dry. Clean- 
ing destaticizes the surfaces: if you 
let them air dry, static charges won’t 
reappear as readily. Static-charged 
surfaces tend to collect dust. 

e Glass surfaces can be cleaned 
easily with a commercial glass 
cleaner or a mild detergent solution. 

e Aluminum surfaces call for as 
neutral a solution as possible. Wax 
emulsion cleaners are recommended. 


PROCEDURE is important on lamp 
cleaning and replacement. After all, 
the whole purpose of systematizing 
the job—paring labor charges—can 
be defeated if the crews doing it go 
at it in a hit-or-miss fashion. Here 
is an efficient cleaning-replacing 
procedure for a two-man team: 

1. Man on ladder removes lamps 
and reflector, passes them down to 
man on floor. Man on floor passes 
up reflector previously cleaned. 

2. While ladder man secures clean 
reflector in place, floor man wipes 
off the lamps and passes them (or 
new replacement lamps) back up to 
ladder man, 

3. Ladder man reinstalls lamps, 
checks starters (he should carry ex- 
tras in his pockets), makes sure that 
the fixture is in good working order. 

4. Ladder man descends, puts lad- 
der in place at next fixture. 

5. While ladder man moves to 
next fixture, floor man washes and 
dries reflector from first fixture, 
has it ready to replace soiled reflec- 
tor in the second fixture.

nurses, a part-time doctor who 
spends about six hours a week at 
each plant. He is on a retainer, 
takes care of several other compan- 
ies in addition to Stahl-Meyer. If

an emergency arises at any time, 
he’s on the scene in a hurry. 

Its medical investment has brought 
neat returns to the company. Most 
obvious are: 1) compensation prem- 
ium savings, 2) decreased absen- 
teeism. But, says Strauss, the 
program is just getting up steam. 
Benefits in these two directions will 
continue to grow. And it’s surpris- 
ing how much you can do with even 
this small-scale medical depart- 
ment. 

Pre-employment physical exam- 
inations, for example, are given all 
applicants. A husky young chap 


applied for a job a few weeks ago. 
Routine examination turned up 
these facts: 1) he had little vision 
in one eye; 2) he had a hernia. A 
few years ago, that fellow would 
have been accepted—and so would 
the responsibility for his health and 
safety. Another program that will 
expand is administering semi-an- 
nual flu shots. Given at cost (65 
cents each), they’re available to all 
employees.

That’s a true reflection of the 
job Stahl-Meyer wants its medical 
service to render. If a man knows 
that he can get drops for his sniffles, 
a heat lamp treatment to ease his 
backache, he’ll ring in on time in- 
stead of sweating out his ailments 
at home. And he’ll thank the em- 
ployer who makes it possible. 

This medical service isn’t the whole 
story. Not by any means. It’s only 
the first step in a program to curb 
accidents, boost health. But it’s a 
big first step, one that returns are 
easily identified on. And, contrary 
to popular belief, it’s the sort of 
thing that small plants (Stahl-

The points 
that have been stressed were select- 
ed to show the importance of per- 
sonalizing safety, with the safety 
engineer taking all employees into 
his confidence. Treat individuals as 
individuals and not as a mass of 
humanity,

neatsfoot oil. Paint the leather with 
oil, then wipe off the excess that 
doesn’t soak into the belt. Too much 
oil leaves a tacky surface that picks 
up dirt. 

In all inspections, pay particular 
attention to the section of leather 
next to the clip that binds the lea- 
ther onto a snap. The leather en- 
closed in the clip tends to become 
brittle before the rest of the belt; 
it’s the point where flaws are likely 
to appear first, according to E. C. 
Hunt, safety engineer at Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. 

Climatic factors have a lot to do 
with leather equipment life. L, P. 
Hoffman, of Florida Power & Light 
Co., reports a problem posed by the 
action of sunlight on wood poles: it 
draws excessive creosote out of the 
wood, is liable to smear leather 
goods with the sticky stuff. Partic- 
ular care has to be taken to keep 
belts clean. Chemical contamination 
is a problem at Houston (Texas) 
Lighting & Power Co., says safety 
supervisor C. A. Koch. The only 
solution — one that takes care of 
most any climatic problem—is extra 
attention to keeping leather clean 
and properly oiled.

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INSPECTING AND CLEANING sewers was a routine 
part of Rochester (N.Y.) Sanitation Department 
employees Earl Richmond and Carl Van Shaick’s 
job. They were on a regular inspection tour one 
afternoon a few weeks ago, working as a team. 
Van Shaick scraped the mud off a manhole in the 
Irondequoit district, removed the lid and started 
down. He wore no mask, made no tests of the air 
in the sewer. Bad air hit him almost immediately. 
Seeing that his partner was in trouble, Richmond 
went to his aid. He was overcome at once. 

A third sanitation department employee ran to 
a nearby fire station for help. Two firemen called 
for an ambulance, grabbed filter-type masks and 
started after the men in the manhole. But the 
sewer air contained little filterable contaminant 
(3.6% carbon monoxide): it knocked the original 
victims and rescuers over because it contained 
only 14% oxygen. All four were smothered by 
lack of oxygen. 

A general alarm brought two local gas company 
employees to the scene. One had a self-contained, 
demand type mask in his car. Donning it, the 
other man started to bring the victims out. After 
more than an hour’s try to revive them, the four 
men were declared dead.

Equipped with resuscitators, they 
started work on the victims as they were brought up from the sewer. While later tests showed dangerous carbon mon- 
oxide content of the air, city experts blamed the tragedy on the oxygen-starved atmosphere in the manhole.
